SAHITARY  CIRCUMCTIHCEC,  OF  THE  AREA, 

MATER . A constant  v/ater  supply  is  provided  for  the  Borou^ 

from  the  Mains  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  V/ater  Board.  Samples  were 
taken  at  different  points  of  the  supply  in  January,  March, 

June  and  October  of  the  year  under  review,  and  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis.  The  reports  of  the 
Public  Ana?.yst  were  in  ail  cases  satisfactory.  One  house 
which  previously  was  not  connected  to  this  above  supply  v/as 
connected  during  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  Three  systems  of  drainage  have  been 
converted  during  tlrle  year,  from  the  privy-midden  type  to  the 
water  carriage  sy.stcm.  Numerous  choked  drains  were  effectively 
released  during  the  year„  The  drainage  system  of  the  Borough 
is  very  inadequate  ane.  with  the  exception  of  the  new  houses 
which  are  drained  to  ces-spools,  and.  a section  of  the  older  houses 
v7hich  connect,  up  with  a drain  i/hich  discharges  crude  sewerage  int 
the  River  Thaw,  we  are  dependant  upo]:i  the  antiquated  Pail  and 
Pri dden  Sy s r, cm.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  A local  tradesman  holds  the  contract  with 
the  'local  authority  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse  within  the 
area.  The  collection  is  made  twice  weekly,  and  the  refuse 
is  disposed  of  at  an  old  quarry  situated  v/ithin  the  area  of  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Council,  and  about  three  miles  from  the 
Town.  As  a result  of  a complaint  of  the  presence  of  rats  at 
this  tip,  periodical  action  v/as  taken  for  deratisation.  Red 
Squill  v/as  found  to  be  very  effective  for  the  purpose,

aiOPS.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  holds  the  appointment  of 
Shops  Inspector,  and  periodical  inspections  are  made  to 
ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934  and  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  are  carried  out.  Two  premises  were 
reconditioned  during  the  year  to  form  very  modern  shops.  One 
of  these  is  now  used  as  a Milk  Bar  and  the  other  as  a Grocery 
Store, 

■SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  There  are  no  large  factories  situated  within 
the  area  nei^er  are  there  any  near  the  town  in  the  adjacent 
District,  so  that  the  question  of  smoke  nuisances  does  not 
arise. 

SWIMMING  BATHS ^ AND  POOLS.  The  Local  Authority  has  control 
over  one  swimniing  pool’  v/Hich  is  constructed  in  the  bed  of  the 
River  Thaw.  The  flow  of  water  through  the  pool  is  continuous, 
and  it  is  periodically  dried  and  cleansed.  During  the  Summer 
months  a caretaker  is  in  attendance  at  the  pool, 

SCHOOLS.  There  are  two  Schools  within  the  Borough, 

The  Oov/b ridge  Grammar  School  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the 
Town,  There  i:-:  a constant  supply  of  water  to  this  School, 

During  the  year.,  a new  annexe  comprising  a gymnasium,  shower 
baths  ^ sanitary  -c  on  von.l  cnees  etc,,  was  completed. 

The  Cov/bridge  Council  School  is  situated  on 
Broadway,  and  is  served  with  a constant  supply  of  water  from  the 
Mains  of  the  Mid  -Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  sanitary  arrangemem 
consist  of  a system  of  pail  closets  (separate  for  sexes)  and 
two  urinals.  Provision  is  made  for  the  regular  removal  of  the 
pail  contents  v/hich  a re  buried.

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply,  There  are  two  registered  milk  retailers 
residing  witTiin  the  borough.  Inspections  were  frequently  made 
to  the  Dairies  v/hich  v/ere  always  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  There  are  no  producers  of  milk  in  the 
Borougb,  There  are  five  registered  milk  p\irveyors  residing 
outside  the  district  v;ho  sell  milk  v/ithin  the  area.  No  action 
v/as  taken  during  the  year  under  review  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Orders  1936  and  1938  with  regard  to  sampling. 

Most  of  the  milk  retailed  within  the  area  is  by  producers, 

and  since  adequate  control  and  supervision  Is  carried  out  by 
the  Officers  in  whose  area  the  milk  is  produced,  it  was 
considered  unnecessary  to  submit  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination,
